Experts have argued for years 
over the latter discovery, and a sys¬ 
tematic search of the caves Is being 
made In the hope Hint the rest of the 
bones of the river monster will be 
found, ft Is common knowledge in sci¬ 
entific circles that. In the different eras 
through which Grent Britain passed, 
hears, wolves, lions nnd other wild 
animals ranged the country, hut, In 
regard to the situation of the caves.
